There arc 
two kinds of farm members of co-ops. , One pays his 
dues, attends an occasional meeting, listens to the 
speeches, and goes home and forgets all about It until 
next time. Consciously or not, he expects the cooper- 
ittve management to find a more profitable market for 
his products without ^ny aid from him. 

The other kind of farmer really works with and 
for his cooperative. He learns the lesson that agricul- 
tural experts offer. He enlists the support of neighbor- 
ing farmers. Ho thrashes out ideas with his fellow 
coopcrators — and if ninety-nine out of a hundred of 
those ideas are impractical, the hundredth is likely to be 
of real value. That is the kind of farmer who is nuk- 
ing possible the great progress of our leading cooper- 
atives.

TAXES MULTIPLY LIKE RATS 
Government spokesmen, admitting that the national 
'debt will shortly reach the )J-billion-dollar point if 
the present rate of expenditure is continued, often at- 
tempt to laugh this off with the observation that a 
country as rich as ours can stand almost anything in 
the way of a debt burden. Also they say that we are

Debts make taxes — taxes make debts. They con- 
stitute a vicious circle, that threatens the very existence 
of our social and corporate structure. A tax-infested 
nation, like a rat-infe^tcd $hip, is doomed unless fumi- 
gating measures arc adopted.

THE AMERICAN WORKER 

A fair deal for labor has always been a cardinal 
principal in this country. 

Temporary economic upheavals should not blind us to 
the fact that the wages, working conditions and living 
standards of American workmen, skilled and unskilled, 
arc by far the best in the world. . ^ 

The labor leader who attempts to stir up dissension 
in time of crisis, and make impossible demands upon in- 
dustry, is the honest worker's worst enemy. 

A good example of that is provided by a large metal 
mining company which, like all such concerns, is find- 
ing the sledding hard these days. About tec per cent 
of the company's workers belong to a union whose 
leaders attemj)tcd to call a strike which might have de- 
prived the other ninety per cent of their jobs. The 
union-demanded that the company grant a six-hour 
day, a thirty-hour week, the closed shop, a minimum 
wage of $1.00 per hour for underground workers, and 
similar things which, in view of conditions, would have 
bankrupted the company. 

Fortunately the strike call failed to carry by a 
single vote. Had but one man thrown his influence 
the other way, hundreds of men would now be out of 
work, because a handful of arrogant labor "leaders" 
wanted to show their authority. 

American industry is doing its best to provide new 
jobs, pay fair wages and provide the best possible work- 
ing conditions. The great bulk of workers know and 
appreciate that and they will do well to beware of the 
agitator .who, like the crooked politician or employer, 
seeks only his own profit.

AVhIlo grading 
and candling Is not practiced by a 
largo percentage of dealers, those who 
buy on tho count basis are forced to 
pay a smaller price, thus causing on 
Indirect loss to tho farmer. This la 
well Illustrated by tho fact that aev- 
oral Illinois poultrymen were able I'J 
get 20% cents a dosen for gradrd 
ogga on a New York market, while 
thoir local "run of tho flock" prlca 
was 19 cenlfl. Tho spread between 
graded and count-basis prices Is 
growing wider as tho weathor be- 
comes warmer. 

Rooatera oro necessary during tho 
brooding season when eggs must bo 
fertile to hatch, but at other times of 
the year should be sold or confined, 
Alp said. Eflpoclally desirable birds 
or young cockerels may ho held over 
If they are kept away from the lay- 
ing flock. 

Aa egg and teed prices go to 
higher lovcla, tho loss from fertile 
eggs becomes greater. Howover, the 
secret of the highest cash Income 
from eggs at any price lies In good 
breeding, proper feeding, better hous- 
ing and the production of Infertile 
eggs which arc much lees likely to 
spoil.

Nut 
only bluegrnss but also other lUnds 
of pasture as well as clover and al- 
falfa have been bcnellted hy tho un- 
usually large amount of rainfall dur- 
ing May. 

Present Indications are that the 
good yields of Jiay will make up to 
some extent for the amaller acreage 
of rod clover In the state. In addition 
conaldeable alfalfa planted last fa!t la 
making excellent growth at the pres- 
ent time. 

Another factor In tho hay situation 
Lb the unusually largo acreage of soy- 
beans being planted In Illinois thli 
year. Recent estimates show that 
the 1935 crop will cover approximate- 
ly 1,683,000 acres as compared to 
1.193,000 In 1934 and 56S,000 In 1933.

RICH IN RESOURCES 



Tremendous Stridlct Made 
in March of Proffresi. 

WashlnRton.— NowB dlHpnlches, re- 
porting the trngle denMi of six men 
nnd n womnn \f\ nn nlrplano crash In 
the Congo Jungles, recently drew at- 
tention to this huge colonlnl outpost of 
Belglnm In the heart of Africa. Al- 
though the plnno wna reported "lost*' 
In a vaat wlldcrncsf, only a short time 
eUipsed before It waa found, Indicat- 
ing thnt even the on« primitive west 
em bordprlond near the Congo rtrer 
la not as far removed from the Influ- 
onces of civilization as It was only a 
few ycnra ago. 

"Mnny places In the Congo wh^re 
the. bellow of the elepbAnt, the thrash- 
ing of the hippopotamus nnd crocodile, 
and the shMek of the chtmp.inzce nlnne 
disturbed nlxirlglnes, now echo to tht* 
blaats of atenmbniit nnd locomotive 
whistles, the drone of automobile nnd 
airplane motors, nnd the bun*, of ma- 
chinery In pnlm oil factorlps." snys tlip 
Xatlonnl Oeogruplilc society. /The half 
century since the Inspiring explorntlona 
of Livingstone and Stanley haa wit- 
nessed tremendous strides In the march 
of Congo progress. 

"The new king of Belgium, Leopold 
JIT, rules the colony, annexed by his 
grnnduncle In 1003. Ilnvlng visited 
thcro twice as a prince, he Is .fiimlllar 
with, and vitally tntoreatcd In, Its eco- 
nomic and commerclol problems. Near- 
ly 00 times as large as the mother 
country, and n third as large as the 
United States, Belginn Oongo Is popu- 
lated by approximately 18,000 wlilto 
men and more thnn 0,000,000 natives.

Belgium 
has continued a policy ot building good 
roads Into remote dfatricta ot Its Afri* - 
can colony. Some 24,003 miles of high- 
way have been laid, supplementing 
2«760 miles of railroad.

**Tbo great trade ortery o^ the col« 
ony. however, la the Congo river, 
NInety-nvo miles above Its mouth, at 
MatadI, several rapids halt steamers. 
A rulk-oad line links MatadI with 
Levpoldvlllc, the capital, busy doorway 
to the Interior. Here ngalii the Congo 
becomes navigable for 1,003 miles to 
Cofiullhatvllle, Stanleyville, and Stan- 
ley falla 

''Above Stanley falls the Congo be- 
comes the I.ualnbu river, navigable for 
06.% mllcs^ bending toward the aouth- 
eastern town of Katanga via Ponthler- 
villc, Hindu, Kongolo, and Kabah>. 
Many of these important villages, aa 
well OS Bandundu, Port Francqull, 
Lucbo, Boma (ot the mouth ot the 
Congo), Tnongo, Basankuau, Msala, and 
Uasoko are sencd by air routes, Tho 
southern part of Belgian Congo Is 
linked by vallway with tho Union of 
South Africa and the Portuguese col- 
ony of Angola.

To free a sticking valve caused by 
carbon and gummy deposits form- 
ing on the stem, heat the engine 
almost to the boiling point by cov- 
ering the front of the radiator. Re^ 
move the spark plug from the 
cylinder containing the stuck valve. 
Pour about % pint of denatured 
alcohol into the combustion cham- 
ber. Replace the spark plug as soon 
as possible to retain the alcohol 
fumes, and let the engine stand for 
from 15 to 30 minutes. When the 
engine is again started, the gummy 
deposits and carbon will be blown 
out through the exhaust.
